Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claims 1-22: the claims are directed to locating mobile stations. The prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest locating at least two mobile stations 
simultaneously using a number of equations defined by the number of mobiles and the 
number of base stations involved in the locating process, and wherein the equation for a 
known RTT (signal round trip) is different from one for an unknown RTT, as recited in 
claims 1 and 12.
